May Sth, 1866, James F. Griffin ar- 
rived, and spent six months prospecting 
in the southern part of the State; but 
finally decided upon locating in this 
vicinity. Having purchased a farm 
eleven miles from Topeka, he sent for 
his father, mother, and brother, who 
arrived March 12th, 1867. In February, 
1868, Mr. M. F. Griffin died after a short 
illness, and is buried in Topeka ceme- 
tery.
